It is quite possible, of course, that later 
in the war, when recruits were badly needed, 
these examinations became unofficially less 


strict. It is possible, too, that some recruits 
anxious to serve, deliberately concealed cer- 
tain potential disabilities

ly be proved. In view of the fact that of 
ficials even boasted of the strictness of 
Canada’s medical ex ms, every appli- 


cant for a pension have the benefit 
of the doubt, It ‘ those circumstan- 
ces in which it 1 presumed, in e\ 
ery case, that the recruit satisfied every 
medical requirement and was officially fit 
upon enlistment 

No other presumption is fair to every 
applicant. No other presumption would be 
in line with the services’ attitude towards 


examinations in the first place.

BUDAPEST, Hunuary bo 
want to hear, briefly, why a war- 
torn country does’t bounce back 
fast; want to see how lucky you are? 

Let's glance at Hungary, a prewar 
nation of 9,000,000, half of whom 
were farmers and produced 25 per- 
cent more food than they needed 
from the great Hungarian plain 

For three long years Hitler left 
Hungarians less to eat than they 
needed. He took their huge food 
stocks, machinery and farm imp- 
lements to Austria 

The Hungarians struggled along, 
getting inevitably harsh treatment 
because their armies were sick of 
Nazis and tried, with some success, 
to rebel 

In October 1944, the 2ussians 
struck at the heart of the nation- 
Budapest. They met desperate, de- 
until January did Pest, the east 
Side of the Danube, fall 

The Nazis dug into the hills of 
Buda on the west bank and two 
mighty armies slugged it out until 
February when the last Nazi was 
driven out. 

Then (there is no point in gloss- 


ing over facts of war) a huye Rus-| 


sian army went berserk in the city. 
They had fought long and endured 
incredible hardships and losses. The 
spoils lay before thém. They did as 
they pleased and they pleased to do 
everything imaginable 

The people of Budapest, who had 
lived four months on a battlefield, 
were so terrorized by the Russkys 
that even today, though the Red 
army regulations now are strict, 
every person trembles when a Red 
soldier appears 

Gradually things 
and the Hungarians 
had no tractors or other 
chinery, few horses or oxen, no loco- 
motives, railway car or railways 
undamaged. Came reparations and 
Americans working here say Pots- 
dam forced Hungary to agree to 
give amounts impossible for her be- 
cause of lack of equipment. 

Came land reform. The huge es- 
tetes were ordered divided among 
the many who had been farm labor-

Old English Legend Came True 


As Ancient Treasure Found ©: 


By Charles Nichols 


LONDON —The legend of Thist- 
fey Green came true and a hoard 
of heavy and richly ornamen 


silver tell into the hands of a plo 


ing farm laborer. 

For years there had been talk 
the litt'e Suffolk town of West Rov 
that there was “treasure puried in 
the nearvy fields known as Thist 
ley Green; but as there were 
lar legends about other places in 
islands nobody took & seriously 

Then in the winter of 1942-43 as 
plowman G. Butcher was cutting a 
furrow along the edge of the ancient 
Green. his blade hit against an ob- 
struction. The shear pin which link- 
ed his tractor with the plow broke 
and ae stopped his machine to in- 
vestigate 


The object which hed brought his 


Plow *o a dead stop was such a col- 
lection of ancient Roman silver a: 
had never been found in the Brit- 
ish Isies before. In it there were 
large dishes with mythological fig- 
ures worked in elaborate relief 
finely proportioned wine cups, chris- 
tening mugs and covered plates. 
Taken Over By State 

Toda the find—known 
Mildenhall treasure 
taken over by the tate I 
cher and his employer, S. Ford, % 
is attracting kKingdom-wide atten- 
ion and study 

When Butcher found his treasure 
he thought it was old pewter; b 
as soon as expert were called in 
and the plate was cleaned and pol- 
ished, they found dishes more than 
1.500 years old which were in sul 
ficiently good condition to be used 
today 

The Mildenhall treasure was not 
the first find in the district of 
Thistley Green; but it was by far 
the most important. An earlier find 
helps tell the early story of the 


treasure 
In 1932 a group of scientists found 


that the Green had been the site of 
an old Roman villa and they dug 
for tne foundations. There they 
found the remains of a two-roomed 
house with an external shed. The 
building had been heated by a cen- 
tral hot-air heating system. The 
Cambridge archaeologists discovered 
unburned plaster had fallen into the 
heating unit, indicating the build- 
ings had been deserted long before 
it fell into ruins 
Origin Of Treasure 

The origin of the treasure seem: 
to be this 

Between the vear 365 and 367 
A.D., Pict Scots and Saxons d 
cended upon the Roman cities in 
Britain and killed the Roman mili- 
tary and naval leaders As the 
ravaging invaders swarmed into the 
country, the Roman Britons buried

The Mildenhall treasure was bur- 
fed in a shallow trench about a 
foot from the surface. As some ol 


the pieces bore Christian devices 


and some were of late design, the 
period of the treasure has been 
fixed at about the time of the 


northern invasions. 
From Briton’s Home 
‘The Mildenhall pieces perhaps be- | 
longed to a moderately well-off Bri- 
ton who may have sent the silver 
from his home in a nearby town to 
the little farm villa for hiding 


Some of the items are thought 
to have been of Egyptian origin, 
but others are Roman and some may 
have been made by British metal- 
workers following Roman designs
